Urges Heads of Steamship

CANADIAN LINES 
REFUSE TO-PARTICIPATE

London, May 5.——One of the most 
formidable combines ever directed 
against English shipping was formed 
at Berlin yesterday at a meeting of 
delegates of the North German Lloyd 
and Hamburg American | companies, 
The agreement is to establish a com- 
munity of interests for the next 16 
years In connection with the passen- 
ger and freight ‘service acrosg the At- 
lantic. The Kolnische Zeitung states 
that the German companies had found 
it impossible to arrive at an agree- 
ment with the English companies pos- 
sessing a Canadian service as the 
Canadian lines had demanded that 
their quota in the projected new pool 
should be based on tho traffic of the 
last five years. To this it was ob- 
jected that during the period in ques- 
tion, Canadian traffic had assumed 
record dimensions, whereas recently 
{t has greatly declined, in some canes 
to the extent of 60 per cent. 

Herr Ballin proposed as a conpro- 
mise that Canadian lines should, as a 
preliminary condition, concede five per 
cent of the share based on five years' 
computation and that the agreement 
should then be renewed for five years 
subject to revision.

Less of the money paid by the people in freight 

and telegraph an dexpress charges will go toward making 

watered stock more valuable than waste paper, and more 

will go back to the people by way of the public treasury, for 

Sir William Mackenzie knows whereof he speaks when he 

states that eventually, the government must “make money” 

out of its bargain. 

This from such an authoritative source makes it quite clear what 
the effect of the bargain will be. The common stock, as at present 
constituted, is water. Whether the amount represented on the face} 
is $145,000,000 or $100,000,000 makes not the slightest difference, 
so long as the stock does not represent anything. The government 
cuts it down to $100,000,000 and takes 40 per cent. The govern- 
ment is to ‘make money” out of the 40 per cent. In order io make 
money, the stock must Come to haye a value. Values in stocks arise 
out of dividends. Dividends are taken from earnings. So, if the 
government is to “make money” out of the stock, the earnings 
from freight rates, telegraphs and passenger receipts must be made 
to earn a dividend for common stock after the interest on the bonds 
which the government is guarnteeing for the construction of the road 
has been paid. ; ake 

The problem is simple. What the government is doing is 
entering into arrangement with MacKenzie and Mann to keep rates 
up toa point which will pay dividends upon common stock which 
has no equivalent investment in physical assets of the road. In 
other words, the government is going into cohoots with Mackenzie 
and Mann to cut a melon at the expense of the patrons of the road.

The people of Canada 
are $60,000,000 out on the transaction. Mackenzie and Mann are 
$60,000,000 ahead, 

As the Mackenzie and Mann string see it, this is statesmanship, 
From their viewpoint it is. 


THE AREA AND COST OF A 
STOCK YARDS SITE, 

A correspondent, Mr, Bayne, of Vegreville, writes to ask how 
many stock yards The Capital knows which are successfully doing 
business on 50 or 75 acres. 

On page 10 of the Saturday Capital Mr. Bayne will find the 
answer by no less an authority than Mr, Ingrham, general manager 
of the Swift Canadian, who points out that’on 30 acres of the St, Paul 
yards, the amount actually in use theze, 12,000 cattle, 12,000 hogs 
and 30,000 sheep have been handled in one day. 

Edmonton’s immediate competitor in the stock yards business 
will be Calgary. The amount of land Calgary is purchasing is 59 
acres. 

Chicago’s entire packing house district, including stock yards, 
plant-sites, soap factories, oil mills and the whole business is within 
the boundaries of one section of land. This is the largest packing in- 
dustry on earth, 

In his letter, however, Mr. Bayne appears to overlook the essen- 
tial point. He evidently presumes that to get 320 acres which he 
appears to believe requisite to the success of a stock yards project it 
is necessary to go to some point well outside the city and to deal with 
some individual who has a half section intact which he is anxious to 
sell to the city. This is far from correct, as, under the town-planning 
act, upon it having been demonstrated to the satisfaction of the de- 
partment of municipalities that any area, whether 50 acres or 320, 
was necessary to stock yards, the city could get the right to expropri- 
ate that area in whatever location would be best suited to the pur- 
pose. The argument that the city cannot get the amount of land it 
requires immediately adjacent to the present plants has no basis in 
fact, 

In considering the price of the inside and outside locations it is 
necessary, in order to arrive at a comparison, to add fo the price of 
the outside site the cost of extending the water, light, sewer, sidewalk, 
paving, telephone and street railway to the outside site. This cost, 
spread over the acreage required for actual stock yard purposes, would 
make the outside site very expensive if it were given to the city as a} 
present and the purchase price given along with it as a bonus. 


THE OBVIOUS THING TO DO 
WITH A VACANT LOT. : 

Building permits taken out during the past few days indicate that 
the expectations of a busy building season are about to be realized. 
Money is a trifle easier for building loans than it has been for some 
time past, especially for revenue-producing business property, and the | 
cost fo building material is lower at the present time than it has been 
for over two years, while the situation in thé labor market is such as 
to indicate a peaceful year. 

Edmonton has need of a large amount of new building, but 
probably the most impelling force toward activity in building is the 
tact that a vacant lot produces no revenue and unless put to use the 
taxes thereon will soon discount a considerable advance in price. With 
no taxation on buildings, as is the case in Edmonton, the obvious 
thing to do is to put a building on the lot and thereby make it revenue- 
piceducing.

The latter had only 
60,000 able troops with which the 100,- 
000 men under Grant and Meade, On 
the fourth of May the Union army 
crossed the Rapidan, and on the fol- 
lowing day the issue was joined, For 
sheer, desperate and determined fero- 
city this battle, which lasted two days, 
has seldom been equalled in the his- 
tory of warfare between civilized na- 
tions, The terrible slaughter was in- 
decisive and both sides claimed tne 
victory, Later, however, Grant began 
a flanking march around Lee's right,

Spottsylvanta, The Federal loss dur- 
ing the two days of conflict amounted 
to 18,000 men, or nearly a fifth of 
those engaged, while the Confederate 
loss of 11,000 was about the same per- 
centage of Lee's army. 

The battlefield in the Wilderness re- 
mains today, half a century after, very 
much as it was left by the contending 
armies, except for the tablets and

NEW BUDGET WILL 
HELP GOVERNMENT 


Longer Election. is. Delayed 
Stronger Will Be Liberals’ 
Position, 


London, May 5.—The budget gives 
quite a new turn to the political situa- 
tion, All parties anticipated that the 
chancellor of the exchequer, facing an 
extraordinary deficit, would use the 
income tax as the basis of his plans 
for balancing the accounts, Moderate 
opinion, however, was inclined to be- 
lieve that he would revise the income 
tax downwards, whilst adding to what 
the wealthier classes have to pay, Ap- 
parently, however, Mr. Lloyd George 
decided that the plutocrats were quite 
capable of bearing the whole burden, 
his grant to the local taxpayer being 
more than offset by his new demands 
on the class which most severely feels 
the double burden of rates and taxes, 

In a sense the budget admits the 
interpretation that it is an electioneer- 
ing weapon, though admittedly it is 
unlikely to favor the government in 
an immediate election, At the same 
time the income tax revision Is bound 
to provide the government with sup- 
port from that section of neutral poli- 
tical power which ts inelined to favor 
the party conferring immediate bene- 
fits, ~ 

Herein Mr. Lloyd George has played 
his cards well, Avoiding the imposi- 
tion of taxes upon the poorer Classes, 
he appears to have revised the present 
incidence of taxgtion so as to make 
those able to bear the burden pay, 

The single taxers are disappointed 
equally with those who anticipated a 
general downward revision of the in- 
come tax and thus compelling the man 
With an Income of $750 a year to real- 
Ize the full financial effect of. the re- 
cent social reform legislation, 

The general character of this latest 
sample of “Georgian finance” seems to 
indicate that the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer is still playing the game of 
making the rich pay, Certainly the 
budget's dual benefits will not be con- 
verted into pounds, shillings and pence 
prior to 1915, Still the scheme is suf- 
ficlently artistically drafted to permit 
its use as a telling argument in the 
now unlikely imemdiate general elec- 
tion, whilst the longer the election is 
delayed the stronger the new budget 
becomes an argument in favor of the 
existing government.
